DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-1 1, 13-15 and 17-38 are pending and are examined. 

Claim Rejections - 55 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contenf^lated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 33-38 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a defective recombinant adenovirus encoding the specific iodine 
transporter, does not reasonably provide enablement for a method for treating cancer 
administering the defective virus. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. AppHcants have not shown any evidence that such 
defective virus would work as an anticancer agent in a subject. 

4. Claims 1-5, 7-11, 13-15 and 17-32 are deemed to distinguish over the prior art. 

5. Claims 33-38 are not allowed.
